[Article   1. — This  Associatioa  shall  be  called  the  Canadian 
li-Slavery  Baptii^t  Association.  • 

[AitT.  2. — This  Association  shall  be  composed  of  orderly  Baptist 
)rches  of  acknowledged  Christian  character,  who  sign  this  con- 
it^on,  and^^who  have  no  union  with  Slaveholders^  but  who 
the  institution  of  Slavery  as  godless  and  Satanic  :  separating 
uselves  for  ever  from  all  religious  societies  which  are  supportffid 
}mmon  with  Slaveholders  or  their  Abettors.  4^ 

I  Art,  3. — ^The  object  of  this  Association  shall  be  to  promoE 

correspondence  and  personal  intercourse,  unity  and  faith,  and 

^tice,  fellowship,  oonliality  of  feeUng,  and  union  of  effort,  in 

loiing  the  interest  of  the  churches,  and  the  furtherance  of  the 

of  ^e  Church  of  Christ  throughout  the  world.

[Art.  4. — ^This  Association  shall  recognize  the  power  and  inde- 

lence  of  the  churches,  and  in  no  pset  exercise  any  authority  or 

liction  over  them  ;  nevertheless  |t  ishall  have  power  to  drop 

its  connection  any  churcb^  which,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Asso- 

lon,  may  have^  essentially  departed  from  the  faith,  either  iu 

pple  or  practice  ;  and  to  preclude  from  a  seat  in  its  meetings, 

minister  or  delegate  who  is  manifestly  corrupt  either  in  theory 

practice  ;  and  f^ts  in  either  case  may  be  ascertained  in  any 

not  inconsistent  with  the  rules  of  the  gospel. 

\  Art.  5. — ^The  meetings  of  this  Association  shalT  be  held  annu- 
on  the  first  Friday  in  September,  at  ten  o'clock  a.  m.,  by  their 
dntativei^  who  are  not  to  exceed  five  from  each  church,  at 
place  as  the  Association  shall  appoint.

Art  8.— Any  church  connected  with  this  Association  which 
shall  neglect  to  make  an  annual  report  at  its  meetings,  for  two 
years,  shall  be  visited  by  a  committee  of  this  AB«ocjatmn  to  inqum 
jinto  the  cause  ;  and  if  tho  same  neglect  bo  repeated  the  third  year, 
they  shall  bo  dropped  from  the  minutes. 
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BY-LAWS. 


1    The  Omoers  of  this  Association  Btial^  consist  of  a  Moderatoi 
Cleric*.  TreasuK  and  Corresponding  ^cretarjr.     The  foderatoj. 
shall  preside  it  all  the  meetings  of  the  Association,  and  see  thafl 
\  Older  and  decbrum  are  observed  by  its  members.    The  Clerk  shall 

^'^  •  keep  a  fiuthftil  record  of  all  the  business  transactions  of  the  Asso- 

ciation.   Th^  Treasurer  shall  receive  and  keep  aU  moneys  of  tlM] 
.       Association,  ind  shall  pay  them  out  and  over  as  the  Assocaatioi^ 
shall  direct,  and  shall  make  a  report  of  the  state  of  the  tijasuiy  ai , 
each  annual  meeting.    The  Correspondmg  Secretary  ahaU  tak« 
charge  of  the  records,  and  do  its  correspondence. 

2.  The  firet  business  of  the  Aswciation,  after  the  /^ivejY  H 
the  annual  introductory  sermon,  shall  be  the  caUing  of  the  Assoj 
cUtion  to  order  by  the  minister  who  preached,  and  the  election  oj 
1^  '  the  Moderator  and  Clerk.    / 

8.  After  singing  and  prayer,  a  prudential  committee  of  fijj 
Bhril  be  chosen  to  commence  the  buBinesB  of  the  Association. 
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4.  The  lotion  from  tho  churcuea  suaii  uo  lOMUf  *>iu  um  oih«r 
business  as  it  may  b«  prosentod. 

6.  Visitinf^  brethren  may  next  be  invited  to  a  seat,  and  debato 
00  all  subjects,  but  vote  on  none. 

6.  Every  speaker  shall  arise  and  address  the  Moderator,  and 
shall  have  tlie  liberty  of  moving  or  seconding  any  motion;  or  of 
speaking  on  any  subject  regularly  laid  before  the  body,  without 
any  interruption,  except  he  depart  from  tho  subject,  or  some  expln- 
tiation  be  necessary  to  a  right  understanding  of  it.         \ 

7.  Tho  Moderator  shall  have  the  same  right  to  speak  as  any 
other  member,  provided  tho  chair  bo  filled. 

8.  No  subject  shall  be  discuafed  till  seconded  ;  if  not  seconded, 
it  shall  be  considered  as  lost 

9.  No  speaker  shall  speak  more  than  twice  on  the  same  subject 
without  special  leave  of  the  Moderator. 

10.  All  personal  reflections  shall  be  particularly  avoided  in- the 
debates  of  iW  body. 

11.  In  time  of  session,  all  private  conversation  shall  be  dispensed 
with,  and  undivided  attention  given  to  the  business  of  the  Asso- 
ciation. 

12.  All  questions  of  order  shall  ^*^Sfii<^  ^7  *'^®  Moderator* 

13.  These  By-laws  shall  be  read  (flkiinctly  from,  the  chair  im- 
mediately after  the  election  of  officers  at  each  session. 

14;  Any  of  the  artidee  of  this  Constitution  or  By-laws  may  be 
altered  (except  Art.  2  of  the  Constitution)  at  any  meeting  of  the 
Association,  by  tho  vote  of  two-thirds  of  the  numbers  present.
